Conyers Youth Dies 
After Crash With Sec- 
ond Car on Conyers- 
Covington Highway.

lanta, received a’ serious fracture of 
the skull when the car in which he, 
his wife and five other persons were 
riding, collided with another car on 
the highway between Dawsonville and 
Silver City. The others hurt in this 
crash were: 

Mrs. Whitworth, 21, severe cuts and 
bruises, 

L. E. Atkinson, 39, said to be an 
employee of the Georgia Power com- 
pany and giving his address as 246 
Mayson avenue, fractured nose, broken 
jaw. cuts about the face and head. 

Mrs. L. E. Atkinson, 26, fractured 
collar bone, cuts and bruises, 

Virgil Atkinson, 8, fractured collar 
bone, dislocated shoulder.

Lakehurst, N. J., October, 14.— 
(United News)—The giant dirigible 
Graf Zeppelin, making the first com- 
mercial flight ever attempted across 
the Atlantic ocean, has encountered 
adverse weather conditions in the 
vicinity of the Bermuda Islands and 
probably will not reach its destination 
at the airport here before 8 a. m. 
Monday. 

Although hampered ‘in their cal- 
culations by the refusal of the dirig- 
ible crew to make public its exact 
situation; navy 
Washington are now convinced there 
is no hope that the Leviathan of the 
skies will arrive before noon. 

Reticence on the part of the Zep- 
pelin’s crew—apparently prompted by 
a contract its owners have with a 
news agency for exclusive news of 
the flight—caused officials here con- 
siderable annoyance, as it left them 
without sufficient data to make com- 
plete arrangements for the landing. 

Repeated requests sent to the di- 
rigible by Capt. Edward 8S. Jackson, 
commandant of Lakehurst airport, 
asking the Graf Zeppelin’s position 
and estimated time of arrival brought

Vaughan was reported somewhat 
improved today and hospital anthor- 
ities say that he has a chance to 
recover. 

A negro truck driver, Sam Slaugh- 
ter, is reported to have told investfi- 
gating officers that the woman was 
slain and the former officer wounded 
in a running gun battle with a per- 
son or persons in another automobile 
and that Vaughan fired three shots 
at the other car. 

Officials are checking this theory 
as well as one brought up by state- 
ments attributed to Vaughan the day 
preceding the slaying that he intended 
to kill himself. 

Hospital attaches said today that 
Vaughan had not talked to anyone 
as far as they knew and that he made 
no statement to them regarding the

Refugees Are Staggered 
By Blow But Hope To 
Name New Head of 


Reigning Family.

Paris, October 14.—-(United News.) 
The slender hope held by a handful of 
exiled aristocrats that Russia, some 
day, would rise up against the soviet 
and restore the house of Romanoff to 
power, has suffered a staggering blow. 
The death of the Dowager Empress 
Dagmar yesterday at her villa in Den- 
mark was regarded among Russian 


refugees here today as certain to set- 


tle finally the question of whether Rus- 
sia will accept the fate dictated by 


the revolution or whether a steady 
collection of propaganda funds among 
the refugees will be continued in the 
effort to undermine confidence of the 
people and prepare them for a revolt. 

Hand in hand goes the question of 
who will represent the royal family in 
these activities now that the empress 
is dead, The dowager’s persistent be- 
lief that Czar Nicholas Il and his 
household escaped from the supposed 
execution ‘at Ekaterinbourg has caused 
younger generations so far to refrain 
from any publie action likely to en- 
danger their particular branches of the 
family, if the ruling house were re- 
stored. 

Some, in fact, have embarked on 
business enterprises as lucrative as 
any they miglit have in Russia today. 

Two Possible Leaders. 

Inquiries among several of the Rus- 
sian exiles today indicated a family 
council would be called as soon as pos- 
sible. Either the aging Grand Duke 
Alexander or the famous military lead- 
er, Grand Duke Nicholas, who now is 
surrounded by a trusted bodyguard of 
1is former colonels and generals at a 
barb-wired estate near the capital, is 
likely to be recognized as the new chief 
of the family. 

Neither, aceording to their friends, 
are’ willing to premise a_return of 
Romanoff power, but Alexander has 
undiminished patience, while Nicholas, 
despite his years, is willing to approve 
an advance into Russia as soon as sen- 
timent within the country is known 
definitely to be in favor of the restora- 
tion. 

Although they considered it prema- 
ture to discuss the place where the 
family council will be held, prominent 
Russians were of the opinion it would 
be in Berlin. Other nations, they be- 
lieved, would be inclined to disapprove.

Former Governor of Vir- 
ginia, Member of Con- 
trol Board During War, 
Tells All Details. 


HOOVER CABLED 
REQUEST FOR CUT 


Board Fixed Price at 20:Places Wreath 


Cents Above Scale and 
G. O. P. Candidate Had 
It Lowered.

Washington, October 14.—State- 
ments of Senator William E. Borah 
and other republican speakers that 
Herbert Hoover took no part in fixing 
the price of wheat during the world 
war and did not attempt to keep 
prices down were sharply challenged 
today by Henry C. Stuart, former gov- 
ernor of Virginia and chairman dur- 
ing the war of the national agricul- 
tural advisory committee, the official 
body created'to advise the president 
and the food administration on 
cultural policies. 

In a letter to the writer Governor 
Stuart reveals for the first time that 
when the time came to fix the price 
of the 1919 wheat crop Hoover cabled 


from Europe urging that the price be 
held down to the 1918 level, in spite 
of the large increase in the price of 
other commodities during the year. 
This request was reinforced by three 
representatives of the food administra 
tion who appeared before the com- 
mittee and argued against any in- 
crease. 
Hoover’s Advice Disregarded. 

Governor Stuart also states that the 
committee of which he was chairman 
was so impressed with the justice of 
the wheat growers’ pleas that they 
disregarded Hoover’s cable and un- 
animously recommended a price of 
$2.46 a bushel, 20 cents above the 
level urged by him and his vepresenta- 
tives. 

This increase of 20 cents a bushel 
applied to the 1919 crop would have 
meant approximately 200,000,000 
more for the wheat farmers. 

It is further stated by the former 
governor that upon Mr. Hoover's re- 
turn from Europe . he expressed dis- 
Mt Se at the committee’s action 
and the matter wp with “Presi* 
dent Wilson, who set aside the com- 
mittee’s recommendation and fixed the 
lower price suggested by Mr. Hoover. 

The Stuart letter charges that the 
republican spokesmen have sought to 
confuse the voters and evade the is- 
sue by centering attention on the 
price fixed for the 1918 crop, which 
was accepted as fair by the farmers 
and about which there was substan- 
tially no controversy. 

Unfair to Wheat Growers. 

The price for the 1919 crop, which 
was held down in accordance with 
the ideas of Mr. Weover and proclaim- 
ed by President Wason on September 
2, 1918, was regaled as unfair by 
the wheat growers, who registered 
their protest at the congressional elec- 
tions of that year by defeating near- 
ly every democratic candidate in the 
grain belt. 

The full text of Governor Stuart's 
letter follows:

“This was no royal road to great- 
ness.

He 
then stepped back, looked at it, and

NABOBS OF INDIA 
GATHER IN LONDON 


Important Conference 
May Result in Forma- 
tion of Federation of In- 
dian States Under British 


14.—(/)}—Rich 
and powerful Indian maharajahs, 
whose treasure houses bulge with 
jewels and whose glittering palaces 
are often like dream buildings in an 
enchanted land, will assemble here to- 
mérrow for .diplomatie an? -politicat) 
negotiations, The meeting is regarded 
as one of the most important Agnilo- 
Indian conferences in the history of 
Britain’s dominion over India. 

Out of it all may come a federated 
India, a United States of India, but 
with little likelihood of it being called 


that. 

While the Simon commission, com- 
posed of Englishmen, is in India 
studying the problem of Indian self- 
government, these picturesque Indian 


potentates have come to London to 
confer on questions of deep importance 
to the British empire, the relation- 
ship of their almost independent mon- 
archies to the paramount power, the 
British crown. 

Ruled by Own Kings. 

Many English and most other peo- 
ple, have scant knowledge of the real 
relations between Great Britain and 
India. They think of King George 
ruling the east with that same benevo- 
lency he — aided by the government 
in Whitehall—seems to exert over the 
suburbs of London. It is often forgot- 
ten that 70,000,000 Indians, equal in 
number to more than half the popu- 
lation of the United States of. Ameri- 
ca, are living in 700, square miles 
of territory, are ruled by their own 
sovereigns. 

These sovereigns are the ruling 
princes, a number of the most_promi- 
nent of. whom are now in London. 
They include the Maharajah of Pa- 
tiala, chancellor of the chamber of 
princes; the Nawab of Shopal, the 
Maharao of Cutch and the Maharajah 
of Kashimir. 

The princes acknowledge King 
George as suzerain, but neither they 
nor their people are British subjects. 
The British parliament in Westmin- 
ster cannot legislate for them. The 
king's writ does not run in their 
land. 

They rule the “native states” as 
differentiated from “British India,” 
the larger portion of the teeming pen- 
insular country. 

To Get More Power. 

Great personages, these maharajahs, 
picturesque figures, often 
learned, talented and. able statesmen 
and administrators; often great 
sportsmen, adventurers and travelers, 
some g and some bad. 

One dethroned maharajah in partic- 
ular has attracted attention in Ameri- 
ca recently, the ex-maharajah of In- 
dore, who ‘married Nancy Miller, of 
Seattle, Wash. In England experts

Busy on Trip. 

“The trip, like the two that have pre- 
ceded it since Hoover's return to 
Washington from California, called 
for an arduous itinerary with a mut 
tiplicity of events crowded into a sin- 
gle short day. It will find him talking 
more, however, than he has on either 
of the two previous politieal pilgrim- 

ages to Newark and Elizabethton. 

Five speeches, including his major 
address at Boston tomorrow night, 
will be jammed into the day of whirl- 
wind campaigning. Althqugh his jour- 
ney will take him into eight states, 
including Massachusetts, the activities 
of the candidate will be confined to 
the Bay state. 

The visit of the nominee to New 
England will give him an epportunity 
to lay before the people of the indus- 
trail east his views on the protective 
tariff policy of the republican party. 
He also will touch on foreign trade 
and the merchant marine. 

Doubtful Statea 

Frequent political rumblings have 
been sa from Massachusetts since 
the early days of the campaign, and 
many of the republican leaders have 
felt that the normally republican state 
at present may be classed in the doubt- 
ful column. Some have pointed out 
that there is a high percentage of 
Catholic voters in the state and that 
there is considerable wet sentiment, 
and they haye expressed perplexity as 
to what part these factors may play 
in swinging the state’s vote. 

Seme confidence has been placed by 
party chieftains in the contention that 
the New England industries need the 
protection of a republican tariff.

HEADS TO HANGAR 
IN NEW JERSEY 


Ungrounded Reports | 
Place Zep Off Carolina ~— 
and Georgia Coast; All 
Is Well Aboard. 


Washington, October 14.—The posi- 
tion of the Graf Zeppelin at midnight 
was given as 150 miles west of Ber- 
muda by the naval communications 
office here.

New York, October 15 (Monday)— 
Bucking 20 to 25-mile winds, the Ger- 
man dirigible Graf Zeppelin, having 
passed over Bermuda last night on her 
flight from Friedrichshafen, Germany, 
to Lakehurst, N. J., early this morn- 
ing was proceeding at reduced air 
speed toward the United States coast. 

In the first direct communication 
to the naval air station at Lakehurst, 
Lieutenant Commander Charles E, 
Rosendahl, American naval officer 
aboard the ship, wirelessed that the 
craft probably will not arrive before 
this afternoon. 

The big airship was first sighted 
over the main island of Bermuda at 
6:35 p. m., presumably Hamilton lo- 
cal time, traveling at a moderate rate 
of speed and at-an altitude of 1,506. 
feet. Jt was visible to watchers on 


the north shore and at the eastern 
end of the island for some minutes. 
Fog and clouds which moved in over 
the western end of the island prevented 
residents there from getting a g 
view of the ship. 

About three hours before it, was 
seen at Bermuda, the ship had been 
reported by the steamer Lafecomo, 62 
miles east of St. David’s island, Ber- 


muda. 

Commander Rosendahl’s message 
said that at 8 p. m., eastern stand- 
ard time, the airship was 25 miles 
west of Bermuda on a direct course 
for Lakehurst. 

A report of weather conditions be- 
tween Bermuda and Florida was suc- 
cessfully relayed to the Zeppelin 
through naval radio stations. The 
officer in charge at naval communica- 
tions advised all naval radio stations 
along the coast from Norfolk, Va., to 
Key West, Fla., to establish contact 
with the dirigible, whenever possible,

&.-m., giving the dirigible’s position 
as latitude 34.40 north and longitude 
68 west. That position is .approxi- 
Tmately 320 miles east of Cape Hat- 
teras, N. C., and 640 miles southeast 
of Lakehurst. 

On the basis of that message, navy 
men hidve were expecting the dirigible 
to reach Lakehurst at dusk tonight, 
and preparations. with that in view 
were going forward. 

Later, however, the naval station 
at Washington received another mes- 
sage from the Zeppelin indicating its 
position at neon as 8O miles north by 
east of Bermuda, which would indi- 
cate it was further from Cape Hat- 
teras than reported at 9:30 a.m. The 
same message stated that a course to 
the southwest was being pursued in 
order to avoid unfavorable winds. 


Can Run 120 Hours. 


It was on the basis of this last 
message, giving the first definite in- 
dication that adverse winds were be- 
ing encountered, that navy men aban- 
doned hope of the dirigible arriving 
tonight. 

No great concern for safety of the 
Graf Zeppelin is felt, despite her new 
difficulties. At midnight tonight she 
had been in the air 94 hours, whereas 
she carried sufficient fuel to remain 
aloft at least 100 hours—possibly 120. 
It was generally believed that any 
new delays’’ probably would bring 
about a food shortage for the crew 
and passengers before the fuel supply 
ran low. , 

Chief concern was in connection 
with plans for mooring the giant bag 
to the mast re, a task which is 
considered difficult under the most 
favorable conditions. Hence the ex- 
treme displeasure on the part of navy 
men over the Graf Zeppelin's atti- 
tude of indifferesce and secrecy. 

One naval official went so far as 
to express the belief that Commander 
Rosendahl, of the United States navy, 
who is aboard the Graf Zeppelin as 
an official observer, had been pre- 
vented from answering messages ad- 
dressed to him by Captain Jackson, 
of the Lakehurst station—if, as a 
matter of fact. he ever received them. 
This naval official said he considered 
the Zeppelin’s course a breach of hos- 
pitality. : 

Thousands Await Zep.

been made to Rosendahl because he 
was the official representative of this 
government on the dirigible. 

He said that to the best of his 
knowledge all messages to Rosendahl 
but one had been answered and that 
to the best of his knowledge Rosen- 
dahl had not been in any way pre- 
vented from replying by the _ syndi- 
cate interests which purchased news 
rights to-the flight. 

In response to another question, the 
assistant secretary said, however, that 
only four dispatches had _ been re- 
ceived from the eraft and that two of 
these were sent in yesterday's emer- 
gency when it was feared the Graf 
Zeppelin was in danger.

New York, October 14.—(#)—Sen- 
ator George M. Moses, vice chairman 
of the eastern republican advisory 
committee, today charged that Gov- 
ernor Smith’s speech at Louisville, 
Ky., was “consistently inconsisent.” 

“Its consistency lies in the fact that 
the democratic candidate is again try- 
ing to play both énds against the mid- 
dle,” Senator Moses said, “and has 
once more thrown a portion of his 
party platform out of the window.

“T should not have felt it incum- 
hent upon me to make this statement, 
if the attempt had not been made to 
fix upon this committee responsibility 
for acts which the official records 
will show it had unanimously refused 
to sanction. 

“Tt is true that the price of $2.20 
for the 1918 wheat ¢rop (later raised 
to $2.26 to cover freight increases) 
was based on the recommendations of 
a special committee. But it is also 
true that the continuation of this 
price for the 1919 crop in the face 
of a large increase in the price of 
all other commodities was in’ opposi- 
tion to the advice of the national ag- 
ricultural advisory committee which 
unanimously recommended a price 20 
cents a bushel] higher. 

Trick of Republicans. 

“The price for the 1918 crop, which 
was fixed in August, 1917, before the 
great rise in war prices took place, 
was generally accepted by the farmers 
as fair and reasonable. It is, by the 
trick of directing attention to this 
earlier price that the republican 
spokesmen have sought to confuse the 
voters and evade the issue. 

“When theatime came to fix the 
price for the 1919 crop the situation 
was entirely changed. The wheat 
growers throughout the country claim- 
ed that during the/year there had 
been large increases in the cost of 
farm labor, farm machinery and ev- 
erything else they had to buy. They 
urged, therefore, that they were en- 
titled to a substantial increase. This 
was recognized by a substantial ma- 
jority of both houses of congress. 

“That was -the situation when the 
national agricultural advisory commit- 
tee was summoned to meet in Wash- 
ington on August 5, 1918, for the spe- 
cial purpose of exercising its advisory 
function on the question of the gov- 
ernment price for the 1919 wheat 
crop. 

“On the day before this -meeting 
a cable message from Mr. Hoover, 
who was then in Europe, was handed 
to me by one of Mr. Hoover's assis- 
tans (I think Mr. Rickard) with the 
request that I use every possible: and 
proper influence with this committee 
to carry out the wishes of Mr. Hoo- 
ver. 

Hoover's Cable. 

“While I do not have a copy of 
this cable, which I think I returned 
to the food administration, my me- 
mory is clear that Mr. Hoover urged 
the committee to approve the existing 
price of $2.26 for the 1919 crop, aud 
if we were unable to agree to this 
to defer acting upon it until a later 
date. 

“This suggestion was reinforced by 
three representatives of the food ad- 
ministration, who appeared before our 
committee and supported Mr. Hovo- 
iver’s views. These gentlemen con- 
tended against any increase in price 
at that time. . 

“The committee also had before it 
a number of government officers, in- 
eluding Senator McCumber, of North 
Dakota, and some representative grain 
growers from various sections, who 
presented evidence showing the large 
increase in the cost of producing wheat 
and urged a substantial increase in 
the government price. 

“When it became clear that the 
committee was not disposed to accede 
to Mr. Hoover's wishes that the price 
$2.26 should not be increased, one 
of the food administration's repre- 
sentatives presented a compromise res- 
olution providing that this price 
should be made the minimum for the 
1919 crop with a recommendation that 
the food administration and the grain 
corporation should later increase this 
price if they deemed it right to do so. 


Committee Acts. 


“After a very full hearing, and after 
— debate, the committee with all 
respect disregarded the views express- 
ed by Mr. Hoover's cable message 
and by his representatives. They 
voted unanimously that the price be 
advanced on the 1919 erop to $2.46 
per bushel, which was 20 cents above 
the 1918 crop then prevailing. . The 
president was so advised. 

‘On Mr. Hoover's return . to the 


United States he felt and expressed 
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committee and I was informed that| 
he took the matter up directly with 
President Wilson. 

“At any rate the president issued 
a statement retaining the price of 
$2.26, but announcing the intent to 
appoint a committee during the fol- 
lowing spring to determine whether 
an increase was necessary. This, it 
may be noted, was 20 cents a bushel 
less than the committee’s recommen- 
dation and was substantially the sub- 
stitute originally proposed by the rep- 
resentatives of the food administra- 
tion. This was the status when the 
armistice came. 

“As a matter of fact the 1919 
wheat crop brought more in the open 
and uncontrolled market in time of 
peace than the price fixed by our 
committee for war purposes.

No one can truthfully lay claim to 
being 100 per cent American who 


applies any such test in casting his 
vote for a candidate for public office 
or place of public trust in either the 
federal or state governments. _ Such 
person in spirit and effect violates 
this constitutional right of any per- 
son who becomes a candidate for any 
office in this country. 

“The constitution of this state em- 


braces the most comprehensive pro- 


visions upon the subject of religious, 


freedom found in any constitution or 

statute of any state in this union. 

Paragraph 12 of article 1 of the con- 

stitution of this state is as follows- 
State Constitution. 

‘“*All men have the natural and 
inalienable right to worship God, each 
according to the dictates of his own 
conscience, and no human authority 
should in any case control or inter 
fere with such right of conscience.’ 
Here the right to worship God accord- 
ing to the dictates of one’s own con- 
science is declared to be a right, not 
derived from government, not de- 
pendent upon human law, but is a 
‘natural and inalienable right.’ Ace- 
cording to this provision of our state 
eonstitution this right is not one 
granted by government, by the consti- 
tution, or by statute. It is the gift 
of the Almighty to His creatures. This 
being so, every individual in this state 
should willingly accord it to his fel- 
low creatures. 

“This provision further declares that 
‘no human authority should in any 
ease control or interfere with such

TWELVE BODIES 
TAKEN FROM RUINS 
OF ENGLISH TRAIN 


Bristol, England, October 14.— 
(United News.)—Digging into the 
wreckage of a freight train and an 
express train under a bridge at Char- 
field tonight, rescue workers had re- 
covered 12 bodies and expressed the 
opinion that others would he found 
dead under the twisted and shattered 
coaches. 

The trains collided eariy Saturday. 
Charfield is 17 miles from this city. 

The work of rescue was slow and 
the bodies which had been recovered 
were mangled and disfigured -beyond 
recognition in many cases. Officials 
said latest indications were that at 
least 14 persons had lost their lives, 
but the charred condition of bodies 
made it impossible to place precisely 
the number of dead.

“This week's grade crossing 
tragedy is a reminder that these 
two deathtraps are still in West 
End and stand ready day and 
night te claim life, maim bodies 
and destroy property. The vic- 
tim this week happened not to be 
the speeding maniac who tries to 
beat the locomotive to the cross- 
ing, but indeed a more pathetic 
ease. The young schoolgirl had

“Measure for Measure” is a 


ure of hypocrisy in the de 


limited period, but I should not care 


Health Talks -

pe IT’S SIMPLE IT’S NO GOOD. 
Haven’t yo: heard or seen a word 


{of caution lately against the practice }* 


of using ordinary wheat bran as a 
natural laxative. For a while the 
subsidized “experts” stirred up a verit- 
able tempest in the teapot over the 
alleged dangers one incurs in eating 
bran that hasn’t been “prepared” or 
otherwise sanctified by some manufac- 
turer, J gather from anxious queries 
that the warnings sounded by the 
kept doctors were heard by a few in- 
trospective persons, and no doubt the 
demand for imported, certified and 
duly censored seaweed has increased 
accordingly. 

The present quotation on therapeu- 
tic birdseed is a dollar-a pound. Hach 
seed, if you believe all you read on 
the wrapper, has been subjected to 
the most scrupulous scratiny of our 
private specialists, so that the bird 
who gulps down a regular ration of 
the seed may devote himself unreserv- 
edly to the business of rustling anoth- 
er little round iron man to pay for 
next week's supply of the birdseed 
and suffer no qualms about the com- 
position of the stuff. How delightful 
this must be, as contrasted with the 
said lot of us poor simple folk who 
buy flaxseed at 25 cents a pound and 
trouble our minds not at all as to the 
country of its birth or the style of 
package. 

Wheat bran, such as you may buy 
from the miller, the feed store or the 
wheat farmer, in bulk, is as whole- 
some and desirable as any natural 
food cereal or any vegetable, if you 
have any use for bran. The only pre- 
caution one need take is a casual in- 
spection to make sure there are no 
bugs, sticks, stones or the like in the 
lot to be used as food. 

Instead of handing over a dollar a 
pound for glorified birdseed, which 
comes in a very pretty package, one 
should buy from the druggist a pound 
of ordinary unground flaxseeds for a 
quarter and take a few spoonfuls daily, 
if any such aid is required to stimu- 
late the bowel. I can assure you that 
plain raw flaxseeds so used will ac- 
complish everything that any import- 
ed birdseed can accomplish and with 
no drawback that does not attend the 
use of the fancy stuff. Indeed, the 
regular use of whole flaxseed, a few 
spoonfy! daily, seems to be particular- 
ly helpful in cases of irritable bowel, 
so called, as in “mucous colitis,” hem- 
orrhoids, fissure, or ulcer. In any case, 
the habit of taking one or more “doses” 
of flaxseeds daily is much better than 
the physic habit and infinitely better 
for health than the enema habit. 

Such persons take a spoonful or two 
of flaxseeds and wash the dose down 
with water. Others prefer to mix the 
flaxseeds with cereal or with fruit 
jam. Others prefer to cook the flax- 
seeds more or less with a cereal or 
other food, though prebably the reme- 
dy is less efficacious when cooked, 

Bran may be eaten raw, mixed with 
any other cereal, in soup, or in-various 
recipes such as bran cookies, bran 
gems, bran bread, or bran macaroons, 
These are well adapted respectively 
for the kids, the hired man, the family 
and the boy friend if he is susceptible 
to the blandishments of a good cook. 

I intended to print recipes for these 
bran delights here, but if we tried to 
rrint all four the same day I just 
Case what would happen to them. 
So we'll merely give directions for 
holding the hired man today, and keep 
the other secrets for future revelation. 

Bran Gems. 

One egg well beaten; a pinch of 
salt; butter the size of a walnut, melt- 
ed; one cupful each of sweet milk, 
wheat flour and wheat bran: a tea- 
spoonful of baking powder. Bake in 
gem tins. Bake thoroughly—this isn’t 
mush, you know. Should the hired 
man fail to come right back for more, 
count the ingredients—maybe_ the 
printer has left out a few. There 
should be seven items in. the recipe. 
If you find only five, or more than 
nine, it's not my fault.

Washington, D. C., October 14.—A 
major legal test of the powers of the 
federal radio commission is expected 
to result from the announced inten- 
tion of station WOK-WMBB, Chi- 
cago, to resume broadcasting Monday, 
October 22, in defiance of ,the com- 
mission's order that it must stay off 
the air. Officially authenticated re- 
ports of the purpose of the station's 
owners has led the commission to 
place the case inthe hands of the 
attorney general, 

Two special assistants have been 
designated by Attorney General Sar- 
gent to handle the radio case, which 
is regarded here as promising the 
first test of the forthcoming broad- 
cast reallocation, us well as a _ test 
of many untried phases of the radio 
act of 1927. ‘The special assistants 
are B. M. Webster, formerly of Den- 
ver, and lL. G. Caldwell, of Chicago. 
The latter is chief counsel for the 
federal radio commission, but will act 
in a different capacity, inasmuch as 
the case is taken out of the hands 
of the commission. 

The government's first move, it is 
announced, will be to ask for an in- 
junction in. United States district 
court at Chicago to restrain the sta- 
tion from carrying out its publiciy 
advertised intention. The theory upon 
which the injunction will be sought 
is that the commission has absolute 
jurisdiction over the ether and that 
the operation of the Chicago station 

would seriously limit other stations 
on the wave length it proposes to 
use, 

Station WOK-WMBB is a 5,000- 
watt transmitter at Homewood, Il., 
from which the two sets of call let- 
ters have been used interchangeably. 
It formerly operated on a frequency 
of 1.190 kilocycles (252 meters) and

“primary” of the Methodist Episcopal 
church, south, has been called for Oc- 
tober 28, to meet in Macon.

These have come to be known through 
the conferences as the “working 
sheets,” and this meeting before the 
conference session has come to be 
called the “primary.” 

Considerable interest attaches to the 
working out of these matters, espe- 
cially when three presiding elders’ dis- 
tricts will go open as in the case this 
year. According to the law of: the 
church, a presiding elder can serve 
only four years consecutively on a 
district. Hence three who have been 
for four years on districts will leave 
the cabinet at this session of the con- 
ference. These are Rev. J. P. Bell, 
of the Columbus district; Rev. N. H. 
Williams, of the Waycross district; 
and Rev. KE. M. Overby, of the Amer- 
icus district
